The ouly |wrt of thU narrative which D of 
Immctliatu intmwt to the public U the account 
of what took place during the last ainu month?, 
etui lug part of which tho Althea tv aa in the 
Lid a i and Mon hem Oceana, and to this alone 
attention will bo called. 
IU November lad*. 
Ute vessel was (.ear Madagascar, and in doub­ 
ling Cai ie St. Mary, the souther nmott point of 
tho inland, the watch •uddculy noticed what 
Boomed to tv a donee black cloud hovering iu 
Ute air uud apparently ut tkiug directly for the 
■hip. In anticipation of a gale, rue Ii as is 
common in the indian Ocean, the sails were 
instantly furled unit all things made ready for 
a storm. 
But tile cloud came steadily ou, 
steadily preceded by a deafening din, and in 
about twenty miuales it dissolved into a lea­ 
fed rain of swarming flics, which settled dow n 
upon the ship, where they were so densely 
packed upon each other as were the pigeons 
lo South America, which Audubon describes. 
They hit and atung and buzzed till tile men 
were almost crazed, but ail bunds were In­ 
stantly piped lo cleau the deck and shovel the 
plague into the sea. 
They worked for about three hours, slashing 
and mashing aud hammering the flies; but so 
great was the weight added to the ship that 
■be was still in danger of foundering, when, 
luckily for them, a mighty wind swept down 
from tile Red Mountains and blew the posts all 
away. The sailors, who did not know what 
to make of the allair, and were growing sajier- 
klitmus about it, wished instantly to leave the 
track they were pursuing, aud which was to­ 
ward the mouth of Sofala River in Mozambi­ 
que; bul the captain refused to accede to their 
request. 
For days they proceeded on their 
path across Mozambique channel, seeing no 
more of the flies until they were within four 
days’ aoli of Sofala, when fur a wholiday their 
keel ran through milos of the rotting carcasses 
cl the*) Insects, which tille l the air with a 
horrible and loathsome stencil. 
Eight of tho men were .aken sick and five of 
them died, their corpses being covered with 
pustules somewhat resembling those of small­ 
pox, but looking luoro malignant, while a 
yellowish-green ichor distilled Horn them even 
In death. Tho men were on the verge of mu­ 
tiny, but there was nothing for them to do but 
sail on, for now they had come to clear water, 
and vid.-Lilly it woald uot do to sail over tho 
course aga.n. 
At last they re.-ehe i ^ofala, 
the inbabiuats ot which they fouud sulferiu \ 
Irons a loath-erne ami most malignant type of 
siujl!-pox, welch had long raged iii tho inter­ 
ior, uud which the physicians held had been 
propagated by enormous rwarms of flies wbkh 
had been bred an I propagated iii tho impure, d 
aud rotting cores -.e-i olt .etim which lay broil 
lug in the sun in that vast und almost un­ 
known inionur. 
They held, too. that not out­ 
did the ti.e t themselves re • i with the virus, 
bu. that when they settled on a victim their 
pulviiii, which are beset with numeious hairs, 
and act as suckers, socked up the virus, and 
then whoever they utter wards nettled upon 
was inoculated. 
The Allies sailed away, all of Its crew being 
reduced to tho extremity of fear, although 
none of them at tho time were taken down 
with the disease; for on tim sickness of the 
•ight men, five of whom had already died, aud 
lbs other three of whom soon followed, the 
•wigeon had vaccinated them a1!. Thus fur 
Cajrt. Arlington’s story had seemed horrible 
•dough, yet it might be true; but for that 
Which followed I was wholly unprepared, and 
think that the captain must have gone mad. 
The Althea sailed away northward towards 
tie Comoro Islands, every day or two running 
through layers of rotting flies; the crew again 
towame sick and half crazy, aud ware reduced 
Almost to skeletons; half of them only were 
Bads to do duty lot ton boon at a time, while 


the re?t welt! confined in tho disinfected hold, 
where the surgeon, by the means of some 
chemicals, made them breathe tho mr sur­ 
charged with oxygen, under Hie influence of 
which they came to sleep well mid eat well, 
hut their nervous systems deteriorated anil 
they became more and more in lane. 
For some reason or other tho Comoro Is­ 
lands seem to be free from tills pestilence, and 
here the crew remained for three weeks, dur­ 
ing which tim** they were greatly rm ipented. 
Then they determined at last to get away f urn 
Hie horror as soon as possible, and set alxiut 
to return homewards. 
Hut they went hack to 
Madagascar, stopping midway between Ca|>c 
An bro and St, Andrew. 
Here the trees and 
shrubbery for great areas wcr - covered ai d 
absolutely weighed down with enormous black 
flies, some of which were as tai go as bumble 
bees, aud occasionally vast clouds of thorn 
would whiz through the air, and, going down 
to tho shore, would settle OU the ship, 
What »u.f.y Jlvtii ort was tlio mystery, for al­ 
ready they had stripped the trees of leaves. 
Sometimes a limb loaded with them would fall 
ami crush myriads of them to death, ami tin- 
ground wxs covered with dense blad; masses 
of their decaying Indies, which festered there 
and tilled the uir with the most loathsome 
stench. 
One realized what the plague of flies 
which once afflicted Egypt mu-l have been. 
They intended to set sail. but the wind came 
up blowing with almost hurricane violence 
from the west, and they found it utterly im­ 
possible to leave the place; but the wind re­ 
lieved them of the urgent necessity of doing 
so, for as they were on the west side of tile 
island, tho wind blowing away towards the 
ex-1, hlewr the stench and the flics off toward 
the mountains. 
Here six men were taken ill, 
but with no small-pox symptoms, their malady 
being of an intensely enervating nature, aud 
making them nervous and excitable to a de­ 
gree. Four of them became insanie ami Jump­ 
ed overboard. 
After the gale bad continued for a wee!; Its 
violence abated, ami as tim pule air had done 
much to recuperate tho men, their despair 
gave way to hope.

Pigeons Along the R. A 0. R. R. 


The pigeons are creating intense excitem ent 
on the line of Hie Handout A Oswego R ailroad. 
On Monday, from early in the m orning until 
after IO o'clock, It was one continual •acces­ 
sion of flocks, num bering from IOO pigeons up­ 
ward. 
They flew so low a good m arksm an 
could easily bring them down. 
In the tow ns 
of Olive and Shandaken every other m an was 
out hunting; the ground was fairly covered 
with nets, while the stool pigeons and flyers 
were w orkeJ incessantly. 
Many thousands of 
pigeons were caught; one m an had a wagon 
load In three hauls, while many a good plgoon 
hunter m anaged easily lo entrap from 150 to 
200 In one throw . 
Sunday being a beautiful 
day, the hunters were out in full force, and 
the cracks of their guns in the woods sounded 
during the day liko the dropping Oro of on en­ 
gaged skirm ish line. The pigeons are nesting 
above Big Indian, covering a tract of woods 
about 14 miles square. They take a trip out— 
for exercise probably—m orning and evening, 
and give the hunters an excellent chance a t 
the g line.
